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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Objections 

1. Claim 1 objected to because of the following informalities: Claim 1 line 3 recites "its", 
applicant should recite "said fuel supply conduit" instead of "its". Appropriate correction is 
required. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign 
country or in public use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of 
application for patent in the United States. 

3. Claims 1-2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Lemmon (US 
Patent No. 4,664,144). 

Lemmon discloses a fuel tank (12), a fuel supply conduit having a fuel supply port at one 
end of the fuel supply conduit (30, the top portion of the fuel supply conduit is defined as the fuel 
supply port), a hollow connection box (10) formed at and in communication with the other end 
of the fuel supply conduit (see figure 1), the connection box having a projecting portion (24) for 
connection, a fuel supply pipe (16) connected to the projecting portion wherein the projecting 
portion for connection is formed on a side wall of the connection box (see figure 1) in such a 
manner that the fuel supply pipe is perpendicular to the fuel supply conduit (see figure 1). 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

4. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or 
described as set forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject 
matter sought to be patented and the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole 
would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person having ordinary 
skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived 
by the manner in which the invention was made. 

5. Claim 3 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated by or, in the alternative, under 
35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Lemmon (US Patent No. 4,664,144). 

The patentability of a product does not depend on its method of production. If the 
product in the product-by-process claim is the same as or obvious from a product in the prior art, 
the claim is unpatentable even though the prior product was made by a different process (see 
MPEP2113). 



6. Claims 4 and 5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Lemmon 
in view of Herndon (US Patent No. 6,308,732). 

Lemmon fails to disclose the fuel supply conduit, the connection box and the fuel supply 
pipe are formed of resin and are molded into one unit. 
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Herndon discloses a fuel tank that is formed of resin (see Col 1 lines 48-52). It would 
have been obvious one of ordinary at the time the invention was made to have provided a fuel 
tank, a fuel supply conduit and the fuel supply pipe are formed of resin and are molded into one 
unit in order to prevent fluid leakage out of the fuel tank as taught by Herndon (see Col lines 50- 
52). 



Conclusion 

7. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. Beshah (US Patent No. 5,960,513), Svendsen et al (US Pub 2003/01 16192) and 
Bunnell et al disclose a similar fuel tank system.
